Berlin agreement 
finally signed today 


BERLIN (U P Ii—The Big Four ambassadors signed today an 
historic Berlin agreement designed to ease tensions in this divided city 
and to help bring about a new era of peace and security in Europe. 
It was the first major Berlin agreement since the one 22 years ago 
ending the 1948-1949 blockade w hich Josef Stalin imposed on the city at 
the height of the cold war. 
Its main points: 
—It spelled out for the first time the Western right of unimpeded 
access to the Western outpost 110 miles inside East Berlin. 
—It gave West Berliners the right to pass through the Berlin Wall to 
East Berlin and recognized the ties that bind West Berlin to West 
Germany. But it did not destroy the wall. 
—In concession to the Russians the agreement barred West Berlin 
from becoming a state of the West German Federal Republic and 
limited West German political activity here. 
—The Russians also won the right to open a general consulate in 
West Berlin although some opponents of the agreement said this was 
giving Russia a foot in the West Berlin door.

Watson said he obeyed the orders of 
Charles Manson “ to kill 
and shot or 
stabbed six oi the seven Tate-LaBianca 
victims, but fled the cult after he was told 
to murder again 
Watson. 25, admitted on the witness 
stand 
Thursday 
he 
fatally 
stabbed 
Rosemary and Leno LaBianea and four 
persons at actress Sharon Tate s home. 
But he said he balked when Manson 
“ gave me a shotgun and told me he thought 
a forest ranger and a highway patrol 
officer would come that night and he told 
me to kill them 
“ I left the next day, he said 
“ I just knew then not to kill, 
he 
continued “ Other people I killed, I didn t 
even know I killed, but things were becom­ 
ing real to me 
He said he hitchhiked away from the 
Spahn movie ranch, went home to Texas 
and later drifted to Mexico. 
But even then, he told the jury, “ a 


magnetic pull was taking me back to 
Manson. 1 was confused. It was like living 
in three or four dif ferent worlds." 
He 
said 
he 
could 
not 
resist 
the 
“ magnetic 
pull and finally went back to 
the cult hangout in Death Valley but found 
no one there. Manson and the others had 
been arrested for car theft. 
He went back home to Texas. Watson 
said, and subsequently was arrested for the 
murders. 
Watson 
has 
pleaded 
innocent 
and 
innocent by reason of insanity. The defense 
contends he blindly carried out the orders 
of Manson. who along with three women 
followers already has been convicted and 
sentenced to die for the Tate slayings, 
because repeated use of drugs affected his 
mind and made him a “ robot " 
The defense was prepared todav to call 
eight psychiatrists and the prosecution five 
in the decisive battle over Watson s sanity 
at the time. 
Dealys in extradition caused his trial to 


be separated from that of the other 
defendants.

Governor rules out more money for schools, salary increase

Gov Ronald Reagan announced 
today he is “ unalterably opposed 
to any new state 
spending based on a tax increase, thereby ruiing out more 
money this year tor schools or salary hikes tor civil 
servants 
“ I have been called stubborn, even adamant and 
unreasonable about the matter of holding the line on taxes. 
Fair enough 
1 am. 
the governor said in a speech to 
businessmen in which he also strongly endorsed President 
Nixon's new economic policy. 
It was Reagan s tirst day back on the job after a three 
week vacation and the speech came at a significant time 
when state employes and school groups were mounting new 
campaigns for financial help from the legislature, which 
reconvenes Tuesday after an August recess 


“ 1 am unalterably opposed to new spending funded by in­ 
creased taxes," Reagan said, emphasizing the statement 
by underlining it in his prepared text 
The 
speech 
was 
prepared 
for 
delivery 
to 
750 
industrialists, ranchers and public officials at the annual 
Host Breakfast, held in conjunction with the State Fair 
Since the state's $0.7 billion budget for the current fiscal 
year already has been adopted, the only way additional 
money can be spent tor schools, salaries or anything else is 
through separate appropriation bills financed by a tax 
increase. 
Reagan noted, however, that a tax increase will be 
necessary anyway just to balance the budget, which is more 
than $300 million out of balance. 
He asked the business leaders to help him press the 


legislature for state income tax withholding, which would 
produce about $200 million in new revenue. 
He said the state budget already has been cut to the bone 
and “ there is no more fat to be trimmed 
Among Reagan\half billion dollars in budget vetoes was 
$117 million 
for state employe cost-of-living salary 
increases. This would have provided a 5 per cent boost for 
civil servants and 10 per cent for college and university 
faculty members. 
Reagan's budget veto could be overridden by a two-thirds 
vote of the legislature but this is politically unlikely. 
Legislative leaders, including some Republicans, have 
been talking about raising taxes high enough not only to 
balance the budget but to provide more state aid for schools 
and cost-of-living increases for employes. 


"Certainly, I wish we could reward our fine state 
employes with a raise, 
Reagan said, “ but higher taxes 
contribute to inflation and Californians right now are 
bearing the second highest tax burden in the nation for state 
and local government. 
On Nixon's new economic policy, Reagan particularly 
praised the 10 per cent surcharge on imports. 


“ Let us 
hope that our inends overseas will be 
cooperative and understanding if after a generation of 
economic self-sacrifice in their behalf we indulge in a little 
economic self-interest." said the Republican governor, who 
is scheduled to visit Japan on a trade mission next month.

New Zealand, an 
area of geyser activity, is second and the United States, where The Geysers north of San Francisco has been produc­ 
ing since 1955, is third. Iceland also has abundant geysers, which are used to heat the capital of Reykjavik.

Gym floor bid awarded 


The school board yesterday awarded a 
contract to Pacific Acoustics Co.. for 
replacement of the Cabrillo High School 
gymnasium floor on a low bid of $20,996 
Vandals flooded the floor with w ater last 
June 16. causing the wood to buckle. 
Insurance will cover the repair, but the 
trustees transferred the required amount 
of money from the undistributed reserve to 
pay the cost pending completion of the job 
and reimbursement from the insurance 
carrier 
Pacific’s base bid included the sum of 
$3,450 which will be deducted if early 
construction reveals that the subfloor does 
not have to be replaced also. In that event, 
however, the district would have to come 
up with an additional $1,000 to sand the old 
subfloor 
before 
installing 
the 
new 
hardwood surface. The cost under those 
considerations would total about $18,546. 
There were three other bids ranging 
from $21.320 to $26,269. 
in a related action, the board approved 
the retention of Arendt, Mosher and Grant 
architects 
to 
prepare 
the 
plans 
and 


specifications for the project. 
School 
Supt. 
Glen 
Wegner 
told 
the 
trustees that everything possible had been 
done to prevent vandalism at the school 
He related the routines used by janitorial 
employes and the special measures used to 
cope with unusual efforts by vandals to 
penetrate the security of the campus 
Wegner placed some of the blame on the 
manufacture and design of the locks which 
were installed at the time the school was 
built. He said the selection of the brand had 
been a compromise from the standard 
brands used elsewhere in the district. 
Board Chairman John Beattie listened to 
the long report and then commented: 
■ Well, now I can vote on the repair of the 
floor with a clear conscience, knowing that 
everything 
possible has been done to 
prevent vandalism." He said it was clear 
that the staff had been diligent in trving to 
protect school property. 
Later he suggested that the district send 
a letter to the manufacture! of the locks and 
inform them of the inferiority of their 
product.

INEW YORK (UPI) —It you ever want to see a city in 
crisis, then come take a look at this one. 
You'd better hurry because by the time you get here 
there might not be anything left. 
New York City is being hit by three scandals right now. 
Major scandals. Nobody bothers keeping track of the minor 
ones anymore. 
For starters you have your choice of an almost 
unimaginable welfare check scandal in which thousands ot 
nice, honest clients claim to lose their welfare checks, then 
obtain duplicates and cash both, or an equally heart­ 
warming municipal loan scandal growing out of landlords 
and contractors both cheating the city on building loans. 
Then you’ve got a police corruption scandal heating up on 
the back burner and pretty soon that will move up front 
making people here temporarily forget about the alarming 
rise in pollution, prostitution, porno parlors and plain panic 
in the streets over being unable to use them without getting 
mugged. 
On top of all this comes operation pullout, which if it 
continues, could leave Abercrombie and Fitch the only 
remaining team in the city. 
Suddenly everybody wants to go. 
First it was the football Giants to New Jersey Then the 
Yankees said they might join them. 
This got Mayor John Lindsay overheated because his idea 
is to spend about $24-million to buy and refurbish Yankee 
Stadium and if both the Giants and Yankees leave, who's 
going to use it. the Cosmos? 
That's New York's soccer team in case maybe they had 
escaped your attention. The last time they played in 
Yankee Stadium was Sunday against the Atlanta Chiefs and 
the crowd was 2,400. Or rather that’s what they said it was. 
Anyway Sanford Garelik, City Council president, has 
been saying why don't the Mets permit the Yankees to 
share Shea Stadium with them and statements like that 
burn up M. Donald Grant, who is chairman of the Mets' 
board of directors and speaks for Mrs. Joan Payson. the 
majority owner. 
“ What have the Yankees ever done for us’.'" Grant wants 
to know. 


He points out the Mets have a 30-year lease with the city 
for Shea Stadium, a lease that gives them sole basebail 
privileges to the ballpark and now here comes the city and 
wants to break the lease simply because the Mets have 
worked hard and made their operation a success 
The Mets have put a lot of their own money into Shea 
Stadium, nearly $3-million. and pay the city rent annually. 
Grant says the city will own the ballpark at the end of 30 
years but nobody ever mentions that, nor the fact that the 
Yankees took $100,000 in territorial rights from the Mets 
originally and never offered to share Yankee Stadium with 
them. 
I think Grant makes valid points. It's hard to forget the 
Yankees of some years back when they w’ere winning all the 
time, when they were always so independent and when they 
sort of snickered and looked down their noses at the early 
futility of the Mets. 
But here again it is only proper to point out the present 
operators did not own the Yankees when the Mets came 
into being and insofar as answering the question —“ what 
have the Yankees ever done for us'.'” —is concerned. Mike 
Burke, their board chairman says: 
“ Don Grant never has asked us to do anything for them 
I ’m sure if he ever did. we would” 
Personally. I find some of the cries of indignation over 
the Mets' stance with regard to the Yankees and the Giants' 
flight to New Jersey laughable Inevitably the critics who 
holler loudest about the “ lack of civicmindedness " by the 
two teams are the ones who have a history of doing 
absolutely nothing themselves for the city. 
You might think one man in Los Angeles is enjoying a 
good laugh about all this But he says he’s not 
Walter O'Malley, who moved his Dodgers from Bnniklyn 
to California 14 years ago, looks on New York s present 
situation with what he calls “ considerable amazement 
’’Here." he says “ we have a situation where there has 
been a complete change on the part of city government 
Now they want to do something Fourteen years ago they 
wouldn't do a thing The Brooklyn Sports Center Authority 
was created not to give the Dodgers any land or to build a 
stadium for the Dodgers, but to permit the acquisition ot 
the land by the Dodgers under the Urban Renewal .\ct The 
stadium was to be built by the Dodgers and the real estate 
taxes were to be paid by the Dodgers, but we never heard 
from the mayor or the Board of Estimate They wouldn t 
even give the Sports Center Authority an office or so much 
as a postage stamp But for the lack of a postage stamp 
from the City of New York the Dodgers would still be in 
Brooklyn " 
See, they had a big crisis here even 14 years ago

TEHRAN 
(U P I)—Giant 
sea turtles, whose existence 
is threatened in many parts 
of the world, are thriving in 
the Persian Gulf—thriving 
and continuing to puzzle 
research biologists. 
Marine 
biologists from 
Iran's 
Game 
and 
Fish 
Department 
recently 
conducted a turtle survey in 
the gulf and found that the 
three species living there 
are considerably better off 
than their cousins in other 
waters. They are believed to 
have inhabited the gulf for 
175 million years. 
Being marine reptiles, the 
turtles head for the sea as 
soon as they are born and 
never return to land, except 
for 
brief 
visits 
by 
the 
females who come ashore 
every three years to lay 
their eggs. For reasons un­ 
known to man. the females 
always return to the beach 
w here they were born 
Mating takes place in the 
sea near the shore where 
the eggs will be laid When 
the call comes, the female 
waits for the cover of night 
before 
coming onto 
the 
sand. Alter inching her way 


bevond the high-tide mark, 
she seeks a suitable spot and 
begins to dig. Digging is 
done with all four flippers 
scattering sand in every 
direction, and a strenuous 
halt hour's work produces a 
hole just large enough to 
accommodate her 80 to 100 
eggs. 
j 
u 
After they are laid, the 
female meticulously covers 
the eggs with sand and 
returns to the sea. She may 
visit the beach two or three 
times in the next few weeks 
to smooth out the sand and 
ensure that the nest is safe. 
But after that, her maternal 
instinct 
is 
apparently 
satisfied and she swims 
away —to where, nobody 
knows. 
If the eggs survive the 40 
to 60-day incubation period, 
the newly hatched turtles 
crawl laboriously through 
the hot sand to the sea. Out 
of each 80 to 100 eggs laid, 
only about two can expect to 
live 
to 
maturity. 
The 
turtlets fall prey to a host of 
enemies such as dogs, foxes, 
birds, fish and man. 
Five major species of 
marine turtle exist in the 


worlds tropical and sub­ 
tropical 
seas 
— 
leatherback, 
green, 
hawksbill, loggerhead and 
Ridley —but only the first 
three are 
found 
in 
the 
Persians Gulf. Largest of all 
is the leatherback, which 
may weigh more than 1,500 
pounds full grown and attain 
a length exceeding six feet. 


By far the best known 
species is the green turtle, 
an animal prized among 
gourmets. It often reaches a 
weight of 440 pounds. 


Little is known about the 
turtles. Their mating and 
nesting behavior has been 
studied, but what they dc

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
For the fifth consecutive 
Labor Day weekend, the 
Muscular Dystrophy Associ­ 
ation of America is sponsor­ 
ing its annual fund-raising 
telethon. Last year, the 20- 
hour show, starting on Sun­ 
day night and ending the fol­ 
lowing Monday night, raised 
more than $5 million. 
The funds are distributed 
to various MDAA projects. 
Much of the money goes to 
research: The organization 
has a research institute in 
New York, fondly referred 
to by staff members as “ the 
house 
that 
Jerry 
built.” 
(Jerry Lewis is national 
chairman of the association 
and veteran host and sup­ 
porter of the telethon). 
In 
addition, MDAA sponsors re­ 
search grants to scientists 
and doctors all over the 
world. 
Caring for a dystrophy 
victim is expensive and 
MDAA helps families finan­ 
cially by providing wheel 
chairs, leg braces, free clin­ 
ics (there are 94 across the 
country) 
and 
s u m m e r 
camps for dystrophic chil­ 
dren. 
The telethon started as a 
local program in 1953, with 
Jerry Lewis and Dean Mar­ 
tin (they were still a team) 
hosting. It remained a local 
show until 1959, when the 
telethon was discontinued. 
Bob Ross, Executive Di­ 
rector of MDAA, explains: 
“ The management at the 
time thought telethons no 
longer interested audiences 
and they decided to drop it 
as a fund-raising device.” 
It wasn’t until seven years 
later, in 1966, that the tele­ 
thon was revived at Ross’ 
suggestion. 
“ The 
management 
still 
thought it was a bad idea, 
but they told me, ‘Have your 
failure.’ ” 
It turned out, however, to 
be a success. Ross got Lewis 
to do the show, gave it a 
more sophisticated appeal 
than it had had before, and 


MDAA discovered, to its de­ 
light, that a whole new gen­ 
eration, which had never 
seen a telethon before, was 
enthusiastic about it. 
In 1966, the telethon raised 
more than a million dollars 
—a first in TV telethons— 
and at the time it was still a 
local show out of New York. 
In 1968, the telethon was 
aired over four stations, in­ 
creased that figure to 20 in

1969, had 65 stations in 1970 
and has 115 stations slated 
for the 1971 show. 
Each station is approached 
individually with a telethon 
proposal. 
Hughes Televi­ 
sion has coordinated the sta­ 
tions i nt o a “ network.” 
Each local station has its 
own talent presentations and 
its own emcee to announce 
area contributions. 
These 
stations “ cut away” from 
the national broadcast for no 
more than 10 minutes out of 
every hour. 
For MDAA, the telethon 
raises millions. For TV sta­ 
tions, it provides solid en­ 
tertainment-some 100 en­ 
tertainers will perform this 
year—over an otherwise dull 
TV weekend. Most TV ex­ 
perts contend that Labor 
Day weekend is bad pro­ 
graming time commercially 
because so many people are 
away. 
Nevertheless, t h e 
telethon manages to capture 
millions of viewers across 
the country. 
Ross credits Lewis for the 
success of the telethons. 
There a re approximately 
38,000 people, most of them 
volunteers, who work on the 
telethon, and yet Ross says 
that without Lewis it would 
not be the success that it is. 


“ It’s Jerry who makes a 
national show possible,” 
said Ross. “ People are at­ 
tracted to the telethon be­ 
cause of him. There’s not 
a n o t h e r performer who 
could do the show Jerry 
does. He has the dynamism, 
the desire and the dedica­ 
tion to see it through.

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Metric system 


We Americans are too busy “ Aniericanzing” the rest 
of the world to realize that at times it may be necessary 
to adjust our customs to tho.se of others. Conversion to 
the metric system is one example. Going metric, after 
all. means we must give up a part of our Anglo-Saxon 
heritage. 
The National Bureau of Standards recently issued a 
report urging the nation to go “ predominantly, though 
not exclusively, metric" over the next 10 years. The 11- 
volume report. “ A Metric America: A Decision Whose 
Time Has Come." cost $1.3 million and took three years 
to complete. 


The NBS study noted that the United States is the last 
major bastion of the inch-pound system. Great Britain is 
slowly going metric, Australia has begun and Canada, 
whicli has been waiting on the United States, intends to 
go metric, too 
As a matter of fact, the United States has already 
begun a partial, though mo.stly unofficial, changeover. 
Since 1893 metric units have been u.sed as the official 
calibration standard for our own system. Since 1866, the 
metric system has been legal in this country, and even 
back in 1821, then Secretary of State John Quincy Adams 
extolled its benefits. 


The pharmaceutical indu,stry switched to grams some 
15 years ago, the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration announced last year that it was 
switching to metric and the National Collegiate Athletic 
As.sn urges member schools to build new swimming 
pcKils in meters instead of yards so American swimmers 
can train more easily for international competition. 
But this “ casual drift" toward metrication is 
confusing and inefficient and would take some 50 years 
to complete, the NBS .says. On the other hand, a 10-year 
plan, deliberate and well-organized, would save money, 
the report argues.

estimated 
The cost of the 10-year changeover is 
between $10 and $40 billion. 
What will we get for the money? NBS estimates that 
conversion would increase export trade by $1 to $2 billion 
a year, and conversion costs would be regained in 20 to 30 
years. 
There would be indirect money .savers, too, says the 
report, which notes that conversion would offer “ an 
opportunity to weed out superfluous sizes and varieties 
of parts and materials...an unprecedented impetus to 
clean house." A Briti.sh company, for example, was able 
to cut its stock of nuts and bolts from 405 sizes to fewer 
than 2(H). 
But the admini.stration has not yet forwarded a metric 
bill to Capitol Hill, and many congres.smen don't seem to 
see the issue as a high priority matter. 
A switch to the metric system will do away with folk­ 
lore, glamor and romance in favor of more exacting 
methods. No longer will youngsters hear how the inch 
was the length of the middle section of .some nobleman's 
third finger, or the foot the exact size of some monarch's 
in days of yore. In the metric system all units are based 
on the meter, equal in length to one ten-millionth of the 
distance from the equator to the North F^le. 
Lewis Branscomb, director of the NBS, notes that the 
United States has been using a decimal system of 
currency longer than any other country in the western 
world. 
It is “ a naturally American thing to be 
decimal..." he .says. 
But football fans will wonder if Joe Namath called the 
same play in a third-and-9 144 (meter) situation as he

Washiinqton calling by AAarquis Childs 
Program meeting resistance 


WASHINGTON - It would be 
heartening 
to believe that 
the 
President s appeal for unity to solve 
the problems of the economy had 
been accepted by a grateful nation 
But, talking with a variety of 
citizens across the country, the 
impression is that while a sizable 
majority would like to see the 
program succeed they are not 
prepared to make the individual 
sacrifices that are required. 
It is also in hindsight easy to say 
that it might have worked if it had 
come a year of a year and a half 
earlier. During the past 12 months 
major unions have won big raises 


that 
have 
sent 
prices 
soaring 
upward. The horse 
IS out of the barn, 
and the President s 
voluntary padlock is 
a generous hope of 
confining what is 
hardly more than a 
ghost of a horse. 


The screams of rage from George 
Meany and the other labor bosses 
sound like the offstage noises of 
angry lions deprived of their raw 
meat. No recognition is shown of 
their responsibility for the price 
rise, the fact of American products 
being priced out of world markets or 
the first trade deficit since 1893 
A continued rise in labor costs 
without a rise in productivity having 
some correspondence to the added 
labor factor was intolerable. At the 
same time Japanese productivity 
per man-hour was increasing far in 
excess of the American rate. 
In 
recent 
years 
many 
businessmen with a liberal attitude 
toward trade unions have been 
alienated. They feel that utterly 
unreasoning demands have been 
made by competing unions each 
seeking an aiJvantage over the 
other. Jurisdictional disputes, of 
which 
the dock 
strike in San 
Francisco is in part an example, 
have tied up whole industries. As in 
the construction workers’ prolonged 
walkout in Kansas City, strikes have 
seriously damaged tlie economy of 
whole areas. 
A 
great 
weakness 
in 
the 
President's program is the 10 per 
cent tax investment credit for 
business. Distinguished economists, 
such as Walter Heller as well as 
angry 
labor 
spokesmen, 
have 
pointed out that this is a huge bonus 
to big industry. It IS an example of 
the trickle-down theory, with the 
trickle likely to mean very little to 
the great mass of consumers. 
All this underscores something 
that almost no one likes to talk 
about. 
That 
is 
the 
enormous 
difference 
in 
levels 
of 
living 
between the top and bottom layers 
of American life 
Such quaint beliefs out of the past 
as three generations from shirt­ 
sleeves to shirt-sleeves have long 
since been invalidated in the era of 
the trust fund and the professional 
money managers, which was the 
primary function of John Connally 
Defore tie became Secretary of the 
Treasury. Great fortunes inevitably 
increase The top-rated managers 
are expected to produce an annual 
growth of not less than 10 per cent. 
This might not be important if 
there were still sufficient upward 
movement Each year colleges and 
training schools turn out thousands 
of graduates equipped to fill slots 
they will occupy most of then- 
working lives 
The 
vast 
increase 
in 
conglomerates has tended to narrow 
managerial opportunities Over-all 
direction of a dozen companies 
under one big tent tends to come 
from a few individuals. And the 
multinational companies controlling 
enterprises in a half-dozen countries 


can circumvent high wage demands 
in the United States. 
All this is no secret. Leaving out 
of consideration the more than 25 
million who live below the poverty 
line, the difference in life styles 
between middle America and the 
very rich is immeasurable. 
What to this observer is most 
unfortunate in the Nixon program is 
the big cut in the federal budget. It 
removes from consideration the 
prospect of improving the quality of 


American 
life 
in 
housing, 
conservation, or a dozen different 
ways in which only federal spending 
can make up the lag. What Mr. 
Nixon is proposing is “ still pond, no 
more moving," at a point when 
inflation has gained a light hold in 
vital necessities and when the 
country suffers from serious ills 
that cannot be simply smoothed 
over by hopeful rhetoric.

S. Asia face-off 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - The 
Moscow-Peking showdown, when it 
comes, may be in South Asia, not on 
the Russo-Chinese border. 
F^or here the Soviet Union and 
Communist China confront each 
other in much the same way as do 
Russia and the United States in the 
Middle East, which President Nixon 
has called our “ most dangerous" 
problem. 
The South Asia confrontation is of 
the most dangerous type, for the 
real adversaries face each other 
through client states — Russia 
backing India and China backing 
Pakistan. And neither Moscow nor 
Peking has firm control over its 
client, so that it may be most 
difficult to pull back from a crisis. 
The positions of 
India and Pakistan 
are 
seemingly 
irreconcilable. 
Antagonisms 
run 
too deep and have 
lasted too long 
As in the Middle 
F^ast 
there 
are 
smouldering 
religious 
differences. 


Take Ceylon, where Russia has 
been angling for a naval base, where 
China has heavily infiltrated. 


Then there is Indonesia, where the 
Soviet Union is now attempting to 
replace the discredited Chinese 


influence. 
So 
Worried 
are 
the 
Indonesians that there are reports of 
some sentiment for approaches to 
Communist China as an offset to the 
Russians. The mainland Chinese, 
meanwhile, 
have been covertly 
busily 
rebuilding 
their 
party 
structure in the Indonesian islands. 
The Russians have stuck with the 
new government in Cambodia. The 
Chinese 
have 
chosen 
to 
back 
Sihanouk 
and 
the 
Red 
Khmer 
guerrillas. 
The same picture is visible in 
Thailand, where the Chinese are 
providing guidance, training and 
arms for the northern anti-Thai 
guerilla operations and building a 
military road from China through 
northern Laos aimed quite clearly 
for the northeastern Thai border. 
The Chinese control the local Thai 
Communist party. 
The Soviet Union, on the other 
hand, is the only Communist country 
with full diplomatic relations with 
Thailand. 
It is known there is a strong belief 
within China that the Soviet Union is 
attempting an encirclement aimed 
at containment or strangulation. 
It is known also that influential 
voices in the Soviet Union maintain 
that only a strong position in the 
south can offset the influence of 
China’s growing nuclear arsenal. 
There is no way at present of 
foretelling what tlie output of this 
confrontation will be.
